PROTECTION OF A TITLE 

One of the most vexing problems in all 
copyright procedure, if not the most vexing, 
is that of the protection of a title. Neither 
the American nor the English copyright code 
provides protection for a title and it has been 
left to the courts to thresh out precedents. 
Generally speaking, while they have held that 
there is no such thing as a copyright in a title 
taken apart from the text itself, they have 
shown themselves increasingly more willing 
to recognize that while a title cannot be 
copyrighted, it can, once it is established, be 
protected at law. This is particularly true 
in the case of a play, and in fact the courts 
generally seem more inclined to protect the 
title as an integral part of a play, than in 
the case of a book, because the advertising 
of a play with a title which coincides with 
the title of another and well-known play may 
very easily mislead the public and constitute 
unfair competition. 

This point is well illustrated in the inter¬ 
esting decision in Klaw v. General Film Co., 
which we print elsewhere. Here the point 
involved was the use for a motion picture 
film of the title of a widely known play on 
the legitimate stage, “A Fool There Was.” 
This case is the more interesting because the 
title as originally used for the play was not 
original with it, but had become almost a 
public catch-phrase through its wide quo¬ 
tation from Kipling’s poem. There was in 
this case no question whatsoever of copyright 
infringement, but not only was the com¬ 
plainant granted an injunction against the 
defendant, but he was actually awarded an 
accounting of damages. Although operating 
to all intents and purposes as a temporary 
copyright in a title, this decision is based on 


what really amounts to a trade-mark or prop¬ 
rietary right to a trade-name in the title in 
question. 

This practice of protecting in equity as 
a trade-name a title which by registry or in 
the public mind has become well-known to 
the public as identifying a specific article is 
fairly well established in the case of periodi¬ 
cals, even though the title be a “standard 
English word not fanciful or manufactured.” 

Under this same principle well-known 
series of books have been protected in such 
cases as those involving the title to the “Chat¬ 
terbox” annual; to “Dr. Eliot’s Five-Foot 
Shelf” and to the t( Franklin Square Library.” 
The trade-mark right in an individual title 
was recognized in Weldon v. Dicks so far 
back as 1878 in the case of the novel “Trial 
and Triumph,” in which case Vice-Chancellor 
Maline enjoined quite another book under the 
same title, though the title was chosen in ig¬ 
norance of the first book and in entire good 
faith. Likewise, as to the title “Splendid 
Misery,” used by Miss Braddon in 1879, Sir 
James Bacon, in the Chancery suit of Dicks 
v. Yates, in 1881, was inclined to support the 
claim of another author, who had used the 
title in 1874, until it was shown that it had 
also been used by a forgotten novelist in 
1801 and had consequently become, in a meas¬ 
ure, common property. General titles, how¬ 
ever, cannot be protected by advancing 
this claim of a trade-mark or proprietary 
right to them as trade names, as has been 
demonstrated in such cases as those over the 
titles “ Bibliographic Universelle” in France, 
“Post-Office Directory” in England, and “Irv¬ 
ing's Works” in the United States. The law 
would seem to have been stretched in this last 
respect, however, by Judge Green, in the 
U. S. Circuit Court in New Jersey, in 
the case of Social Register Association v. 
Howard, in which the title “Social Register,” 
as descriptive of a social directory covering 
Orange, New Jersey, was upheld on grounds 
of equity and an injunction issued against 
“Howard's Social Register” as practicing un¬ 
fair competition. 


AN AMERICAN PUBLISHER'S NOTES 
IN NORTHERN EUROPE. 

(From the notebook of B. W. Huebsch.) 

Discounts are shorter than in America, yet 
booksellers in Scandinavia are prosperous and 
contented. Puzzle for the A. B. A.! 

“Onkel Langben” caught my eye in the 
window of a Kristiania book shop. A closer 
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examination and a moment’s thought proved 
it to be a Danish translation of Jean Webster’s 
“Daddy Long Legs.” 

In Kristiania the Tidens Tegn (daily) has 
been running a serial by Burton E. Stevenson, 
and in Rotterdam the Nicmve Rotterdamsche 
Courant was printing Ernest Poole’s “The 
Harbor” in the same manner. 

The picture-jacket habit is strongly in¬ 
trenched in the cheap fiction of Europe. Low- 
priced translations of Jack London, H. K. 
Webster and other Americans appear in col¬ 
ored wrappers in Scandinavia. And there is 
no escape from “Freckles” and other Amer¬ 
ican best-sellers of that class. 

They told me in Sweden that the law limits 
the number of bookshops to one to 10,000 of 
population, and that there are no vacancies. 
Booksellers and publishers are well organized, 
and the latter control the situation so that a 
bookseller requires their consent in order to 
enter the business. The reciprocal arrange¬ 
ments, however, modify the apparent harshness 
of that condition. 

Everywhere there are evidences that the 
European is more ready to accept translations 
than we are. This is particularly true of the 
theater. Translations of German dramas are 
common in northern Europe. An “Everyman” 
play by Hoffmansthal drew steady crowds in 
Stockholm. Among the translations of Eng¬ 
lish and American plays running while I was 
abroad were “It Pays to Advertise” in Stock¬ 
holm, and “The Great Adventure,” “Man and 
Superman” and “Potash and Perlmutter” in 
The Hague. I had no time for music halls, 
but was told that many so-called American 
“acts” are delivered with a strong cockney 
accent. 

In a day’s visit to Ellen Key at her Swedish 
home on the edge of a beautiful lake, not the 
least interesting thing was an examination of 
her library. The range of her interests is 
suggested by the presence of classic and mod¬ 
ern books in French, Italian, German and 
English, besides those in the Scandinavian lan¬ 
guages. There is an amusing incongruity in 
the American section, and Miss Key confirmed 
my surmise that some of the books were gifts 
and not her selection. Our classics are repre¬ 
sented in nart by odd volumes of Thoreau, 
Emerson and Longfellow, and from among 
our contemporaries she owns books by Jack 
London, Upton Sinclair and Robert W. Service. 

In addition to the huge guest-book which 
her visitors sign with a large quill dedicated to 
that soleuse, Miss Key possesses several 
albums with literary and graphic contribu¬ 
tions from many of the great artists of our 
time. I observed sentiments signed by Strind¬ 
berg, Selma Lagerlof, Sonya Kovalevsky, Ib¬ 
sen. Bjornson and Brandes. Ibsen quoted from 
himself, “The strongest man is he who stands 
alone/’ and on the same page, with a date 
showing that it was added three months later, 
Georg Brandes wrote, “The highest achieve¬ 
ment is pain, for through it we work and 
strive for that which we love.” (My transla¬ 
tion is free and perhaps imperfect.) A friend 
of Miss Key, who accompanied me on the visit, 


interprets the quotation as bearing on a trag¬ 
edy early in the great woman’s life. 


SECOND-HAND ORDINANCE AMEND¬ 
ED TO EXCLUDE BOOK¬ 
SELLERS 

The far-famed second-hand ordinance 
which classed New York City booksellers 
in the same category with junk dealers was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen March 22 
in an amended form which expressly ex¬ 
cludes booksellers from its provisions by the 
following amendment at the end of section 
40, that “Nothing contained in this ordinance 
shall be construed to apply to pianos, books, 
magazines, rugs, paintings, drawings, etch¬ 
ings and engravings; nor to exchanges of, 
returns of, or credits on merchandise where 
the. article or articles exchanged, returned or 
credited are accepted in full or part payment 
for new merchandise; nor to the first purchase 
or sale in the city of New York of any im¬ 
ported second-hand article.” 

It will be recalled that after the measure 
had been passed and duly signed by the 
Mayor on December 1, it was voted, on Jan¬ 
uary 3, to suspend it until April 1. It was 
given a public hearing on March 20 before 
the Welfare Committee of the Board of Al¬ 
dermen who afterward recommended its pas¬ 
sage in the amended form. 


LORD & TAYLOR BOOK-SHOP TO OPEN 
APRIL 3. 

The new Lord & Taylor Book-Shop in the 
Lord & Taylor store at 38th street and Fifth 
avenue will open on April 3 and the opening 
will be marked by a special exhibition of 
Stevenson manuscripts and first editions and 
a lecture on “The Making of a Book,” illus¬ 
trated by motion pictures taken at the Country 
Life Press. The lecture will be given in the 
auditorium on the eighth floor at eleven and 
again at three. All who are interested are 
cordially invited to attend. 

As was announced at some length in the 
Publishers’ Weekly for January 29, the 
Lord & Taylor Book-Shop will be conducted 
by Doubleday, Page & Co. and the latter ex¬ 
pect to try out some interesting experiments 
in bookselling in the new shop. H. C. Kinsey, 
well known to the trade as a Doubleday, Page 
traveler and recently elected a member of the 
board of managers of the Booksellers’ League 
will be in charge for the present. 


WORLD BOOK CO. OPENS CHICAGO 
BRANCH. 

Elsewhere in this issue we reproduce a 
photograph of the new middle-western home 
of the World Book Co. at 2126 Prairie Ave¬ 
nue, Chicago. The building was purchased 
from A. Watson Armour on October 23, 1915, 
the tenth anniversary of the first copyright 
taken out by the World Book Co., and was 
occupied on January 1, 1916. 

The Chicago building marks another stage 
in the healthy growth of the company which

Caspar W. Hodgson founded in 1905 in an 
old-fashioned attic at Yonkers-on-Hudson. 

While the home office has moved from its 
attic into a three-story garage and thence into 
its present quarters, the middle-western busi¬ 
ness has also grown steadily, under the direc¬ 
tion of O. S. Reimold, until the company felt 
warranted in giving it this attractive home of 
its own. 

In the new Chicago branch, styled by the 
company The House of Applied Knowledge, 
the same business will be handled as in the 
home offices at Yonkers, with the exception of 
the editorial and accounting work. The pro¬ 
motion end of the business for the middle- 
western states will be handled from Chicago, 
and also the shipping. 

In extending an invitation to the members 
of the trade to “drop in and see them,” the 
members of the Chicago staff announce that

COPYRIGHT NOTES. 

MOVING PICTURE INTERESTS URGE NEED 
OF UNIFORM PAN-AMERICAN COPYRIGHT 
PRACTICE. 

Paul H. Cromelin, of the Cosmofotofilm 
Company, has prepared a statement concern¬ 
ing the copyright laws of the Pan-American 
States and their relation to the motion pic¬ 
ture industry which has been sent to William 
Gibbs McAdoo, chairman of the United States 
Section of the International High Commis¬ 
sion. The members of the Commission have 
just started for Buenos Ayres, where will 
be held, from April 3 to 15, the Fourth Inter¬ 
national American Conference Convention on 
Literary and Artistic Copyright. 

In the statement, which is indorsed by the 
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Motion Picture Board of Trade, Mr. Cromelin 
points out that: 

“As our relations with our Pan-American 
neighbors develop, original stories, the copy¬ 
rights in which belong to citizens of those 
countries, will undoubtedly be used as the 
basis for motion picture plays. In many 
countries there is no formality required to-day 
in the matter of conferring copyright upon 
the producer of a literary or artistic work. 
Its publication automatically vests in the au¬ 
thor or his assignee the copyright. There is 
no uniformity to-day in the Pan-American 
republics as regards registration. In some 
countries, notably Chile, Guatemala, Hon¬ 
duras, Mexico, Paraguay, Peru, San Salvador, 
Venezuela and Nicaragua, no time is specified 
within which the formality of registration 
must take place. In other countries the time 
varies from within fifteen days from time of 
publication in Argentine to two years from 
such time in Brazil.” 

As a result of this confusion the manufac¬ 
turer of motion pictures has no way of tell¬ 
ing whether a scenario or story, originating 
in one of the Pan-American States, is copy¬ 
righted or not, and so may incur a heavy- 
penalty for an infringement that was innocent¬ 
ly entered upon. 

It is requested that under these circum¬ 
stances the penalty for such infringement 
be set at a nominal sum. Also it is greatly 
desired that a uniform copyright law be de¬ 
cided upon by the Pan-American States, and 
the commission is urged to take up the matter 
if the opportunity arises. 

COURT PROTECTS TITLE OF PLAY. 

The decree of Judge Platzek in the Supreme 
Court, Special Term, New York County, on 
March 3, 1915, in the case of Marc Klaw et al., 
v. General Film Co. (154 N. Y. Sup.) has re¬ 
cently been appealed and the higher court has 
affirmed the original decision. This decision 
is especially interesting in that the court not 
only granted an injunction restraining the in¬ 
fringing play but also ordered an accounting. 
Following is the text: 

Some five years ago Robert Hilliard, one 
of the plaintiffs, a popular and gifted actor, 
first produced an elaborate dramatic produc¬ 
tion entitled “A Fool There Was,” at the 
Liberty Theatre in the city of New York. 
From that time the play has been presented 
and is now being produced throughout the 
United States and Canada with success, both 
from an artistic and financial standpoint. 
Large sums of money have been expended by 
the plaintiffs for actors, actresses, hiring of 
theatres, the equipment of the play, and in 
extensive advertising for more than four 
years. After the dramatic representation 
“A Fool There Was” acquired a reputation, 
its title became well known, and the defendant 
appropriated the title “A Fool There Was” 
and produced it in connection with one of 
its photo dramas, with knowledge that the 
plaintiffs had been and were producing a 
dramatic representation under such title. It 
appears that the title “A Fool There Was” 


is an original title in connection with a play, 
and that no other play under such title was 
presented prior' to the production of the 
drama by Robert Hilliard. The circumstance 
that defendant’s play is dissimilar to plain¬ 
tiffs’ play, or that it was produced as a photo 
play, does not militate against their right 
to enjoin the appropriation of and use by the 
defendant of the title. 

“The question, ‘What’s in a name?’ has been 
answered by the courts in many well-considered*' 
cases, wherein the exclusive right to a name pos¬ 
sessed or owned by a successful business enterprise 
has been maintained against imitators and wrong¬ 
doers, who sought by an unauthorized use to deceive 
the public and profit by the wrong.” Frohman v. 
Payton, 34 Misc. Rep. 275, 68 N. Y. Supp. 849; Hop¬ 
kins Amus. Co. v. Frohman, 202 Ill. 541, 67 N. E. 
391 ; Outcault v. Lamar, 135 App. Div. no, 119 
N. Y. Supp. 930; 38 Cyc. 837. 

In Aronson v. Fleckenstein (C. C.), 28 Fed., 
75, it is stated: 

“The name given the composition by its author, 
and under which it has become known to the public, 
becomes, as it seems to me, a property right—not 
strictly on the principle of trade-mark, but because 
the name and literary composition became blended 
and united, so that the name identifies the com¬ 
position to the public —so that the name of this 
composition belongs to this complainant as identify¬ 
ing and describing his literary property, and as a 
part of the piece itself, and defendants have no right 
to profit by using this name to the injury of the 
complainant , * * * and defendants have no right to 
avail themselves of the merits and popularity of com¬ 
plainant’s play to draw audiences to the performance 
of theirs, even if, as it is claimed, their composition 
is a new and original dramatic arrangement. It) is a 
fraud upon the public, as well as upon the com¬ 
plainant, to attempt to do so .” 

In Ball v. Broadway Bazaar, 194 N. Y. 435, 
87 N. E. 674, Werner, J., writing for the 
court, says: 

“Although we agree with the learned Appellate 
Division in recognizing the technical distinction be¬ 
tween trade-marks and trade-names, we think the 
same fundamental principles of law and equity are 
applicable to both. ‘All such qases, whether of 
trade-mark or trade-name, or other unfair use of 
another’s reputation, are concerned with an injurious 
attack upon the good will of a rival business; cus¬ 
tomers are diverted from one trader to another, and 
orders intended for one find their way to the other.’ 
Sebastian on the Law of Trade-Marks, p. 17. Trade¬ 
marks and trade-names are in reality analogous to the 
good will of the business to which they appertain. 
The trade-mark represents it in the market, and the 
trade-name proclaims it to those who pass the shop. 
In either case such unfair conduct as is calculated 
to deceive the public into believing that the business 
of the wrongdoer is the business of him whose 
name, sign, or mark is simulated or appropriated con¬ 
stitutes the gist of the offense.” 

It was also held in this case that: 

“Trade-names are protected by the application of 
the same principles of equity that relate to technical 
trade-marks.” Howard v. Henriques, 3 Sandf. Ch. 
725; Glen & U. Mfg. Co. v. Hall, 61 N. Y. 226, 19 
Am. Rep. 278; Paul on Trade-Marks, § 182. 

It is not disputed that plaintiffs’ play is 
produced with success by leading actors and 
actresses in the principal cities of the United 
States, and was a valuable theatrical produc¬ 
tion. It is not disputed that the defendant 
presented a moving picture presentation under 
the title “A Fool There Was.” It affirm¬ 
atively appears that the defendant produced 
its photo play under said title in different 
cities of the Union no less than 3000 times 
without authority . In Kalem Co. v. Harper, 
222 U. S. 55, 32 Sup. Ct. 20, 56 L. Ed. 92,

Ann. Cas. 1913A, 1285, it held that the owner 
of dramatic rights might forbid the dramatic 
representation by moving pictures, and to the 
present time the only right to protect moving 
pictures arises from the words “dramatic” 
or “drama.” Photo Drama Co. v. Social 
Corp’n (D. C.) 213 Fed. 374-377; Atlas Mfg. 
C9. v. Smith, 204 Fed. 398, 122 C. C. A. 568, 
47 L. R. A. (N. S.) 1002; Frohman v. Fitch, 
149' N. Y. Supp. 633. The plaintiffs have 
established and acquired an exclusive propri¬ 
etary right as a trade-name and a trade-mark 
in the words “A Fool There Was” as a title 
in connection with their play, and they are 
entitled to a permanent injunction restraining 
the defendant from the continuance of the 
infringement and impairment of their right in 
and to such trade-mark or trade-name. 

Judgment for plaintiffs. An interlocutory 
decree mav be entered herein, making final 
the injunction to restrain the defendant from 
the further use of the title “A Fool There 
Was,” and for an accounting by the defendant, 
and for this purpose the appointment of a 
referee. Submit findings of fact and con¬ 
clusions of law. and form of interlocutory 
decree.

BOOK-TRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION OF PHILA¬ 
DELPHIA. 

A desperate, but bloodless and scarless, 
battle was fought out by heavy artillery at the 
monthly meeting of the Booksellers’ Associa¬ 
tion of Philadelphia on March 17 at the Frank¬ 
lin Inn Club. Probably the day added something 
to the vigor with which the point in debate, 
“Are there too many books published?” was 
contested. The affirmatives, represented by 
W. S. Lewis and L. A. Keating, hurled de¬ 
vastating arguments from their 75’s of experi¬ 
ence as book-buyers. The negatives, E. W. 
Mumford and C. F. Kindt, brought their 
heavy 42’s up and responded cheerfully and 
destructively to their opponents’ hot-shot. There 
are not too many books published in America, as 
evidenced by the figures of comparative book 
production per head in foreign countries, tri¬ 
umphantly asserted the “negs.” That being so, 
replied the “affs.,” how about the jobs we are 
constantly solicited to buy? The field of po¬ 
tential book-buyer has hardly been touched as 
yet, said the “negs,” with illustrative examples 
of boys and girls saving their pennies for the 
purchase of the latest books. This potentiality 
doesn’t always “pote,” countered the “affs,” 
with dark hints as to potentiality of the egg 
coop and the number of chickens that really 
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emerge. So the battle swayed to and fro, here 
a trench lost, there a little ground won. The 
presiding officers, J. LeGallez and A. P. 
Hughes, were inflexibility itself, and at great 
cost they manfully repressed their personal 
sympathies during the progress of the com¬ 
bat, and held with even hand the scales of 
justice. They have friends in both places, or, 
rather, on both sides. 

Officers for the ensuing year were elected 
after the smoke cleared away: President, A. P. 
Hughes, American Baptist Publication Soci¬ 
ety; secretary, R. G. Kornbau, of J. C. Win¬ 
ston Co.; treasurer, W. M. Bains. The reports 
showed that the association is growing in 
numbers, usefulness and effectiveness, and a 
better and bigger growth is assured for the 
forthcoming year's work.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Lord Roland Sutherland Gower, sculptor 
and author of a number of works on history 
and the fine arts, died in London on March 9 
in his eighty-second year. His books include: 
“My Reminiscences.” “Life of Joan of Arc,” 
“Rupert of the Rhine,” “Stafford House Let¬ 
ters,” “Brie a Brae,” “Last Days of Marie 
Antoinette,” “De Brosses’ Letters from Italy,” 
“Life of Sir Thomas Lawrence,” “Life of Sir 
D. Wilkie,” “History of the Tower,” “Old 
Diaries,” “Life of Michael Angelo,” “Life of 
Thomas Gainsborough,” “Records and Remin¬ 
iscences, 1903,” “Life of George Romney,” etc. 

Mrs. Julia Frankau, known for many years 
to the American and English reading public as 
“Frank Danby,” died in London, March 17. 
She realized about two weeks before that she 
had written her last novel and dictated a fare¬ 
well message from her deathbed to her Ameri¬ 
can readers who enjoyed her books. The mes¬ 
sage was sent through her American publishers. 
Dodd. Mead & Co., who only recently issued 
“Twilight,” the novel she had written under 
the influence of morphia. Mrs. Frankau was 
bom in 1864, and was educated at home by 
Mme. Paul Lafargue, the eldest daughter of 
Karl Marx. When only a girl she began jour¬ 
nalistic work, writing for the Saturday Review 
and other periodicals. In 1883 she was married 
to Arthur Frankau. who died in 1904. Her 


first novel, “Dr. Phillips, a Maida Vale Idyll,” 
•was published in 1887, when she was 23 years 
old. Two years later, “A Babe in Bohemia” 
was published. Mrs. Frankau then abandoned 
novel writing and for ten years devoted herself 
to the study of engraving and other arts, pub¬ 
lishing “Eighteenth Century Colour Prints,” 
1900; “Life of John Raphael Smith,” 1902; 
“The Lives of James and William Ward,” 
1904. She relapsed into novel writing and pub¬ 
lished “Pigs in Clover,” 1902; “Baccarat,” 
1904; “The Sphinx’s Lawyer,” 1906; “A Co¬ 
quette in Crape,” 1907; “The Heart of a 
Child,” 1908; “An Incomplete Etonian,” 1909; 
“Let the Roof Fall In,” 1910; “The Story of 
Emma, Lady Hamilton,” 1910; “Joseph in 
Jeopardy,” 1912; “Concert Pitch,” 1913; “Full 
Swing,” 1913; “Nelson’s Legacy,” 1915; “The 
Story Behind the Verdict,” 1915; “Twilight,” 
1916. Mrs. Frankau’s three sons are at pres¬ 
ent serving in the British army.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The Reilly & Britton Company desires us 
to state that they have extended the time for 
receiving reviews of “The Daredevil” in their 
booksellers’ contest to May 15th. 

The Penn Publishing Co. report that the 
first edition of “Our Miss York” was ex¬ 
hausted within a week after publication, and 
that the second edition, the tenth thousand, 
is now on the press and will shortly be ready 
for delivery. 

“Charles Frohman, Manager and Man,” 
the authorized life of the great theatrical mag¬ 
nate by Isaac F. Marcosson and Daniel Froh¬ 
man, will be brought out in book form early in 
the autumn by Harper & Brothers. It will be 
illustrated with photographs and human docu¬ 
ments, and will include a foreword by Sir 
James M. Barrie. 

There is some misunderstanding in the 
trade, we believe, as to the date of the annual 
Philadelphia Calendar Convention, some be¬ 
lieving that it is going to conflict with our 
American Booksellers’ Association convention 
in Chicago. This is fortunately not the case. 
The Calendar Convention comes the week of 
May 22, the Booksellers’ the week previous. 

One of the most interesting of the peace 
forecasters, H. G. Wells, will soon be heard 
from in a volume called “What Is Coming: 
A Forecast of Things after the War.” which 
the Macmillan Co. are publishing. The con¬ 
tents includes a discussion of the possibilites 
of a World State; “Will Peace be Per¬ 
manent?”; “How will mankind stand towards 
; each other?”; “What will be the position of 
female suffrage?”; and “Will the British Em- 
1 pire remain intact?” 
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Most readers of “Drink and Be Sober” 
and “Eat and Grow Thin” are probably not 
aware that Vance Thompson adds the role 
of novelist to that of essay-writer. His latest 
book, “The Carnival of Destiny,” soon to be 
published by Moffat, Yard & Company, has 
for its theme the reappearance of an extraor¬ 
dinary and vivid personality in the persons of 
women living in times ranging from the Stone 
Age to the Nineteenth Century. 

The text-book for citizen training camps 
prepared by Captain Lincoln C. Andrews, 
U. S. A., under the supervision of Major 
General Leonard Wood, will be published 
shortly by Lippincotts. Major Andrews has 
returned to service in the Philippines, where 
he was the first American Governor of Leyte, 
and bore a conspicuous share in the pacifica¬ 
tion of the Viscayans and Moros. His text¬ 
book was the outcome of actual service in 
training Civilians in camp, as well as new re¬ 
cruits to the United States Army. 

A variety of interests are represented on 
the Stokes list for April, which includes, in 
fiction, “The Whirligig of Time” by Wayland 
Wells Williams, a first novel, centering around 
the relation between brother and brother; in 
agriculture, “The Spirit of the Soil” by Gor¬ 
don D. Knox, a book of rural science having 
especial reference to the new nroduct “humo- 
gen”; in philosophy, R. W. Frazer’s “Indian 
Thought Past and Present”; and in travel 
Raffaelo Piccoli’s “The Book of Italy,” to 
which such writers as Galsworthy, Sidney Lee, 
Gilbert Murray, and others—and such artists 
as Sargent and Pennell—have contributed. 

The staggering total of 4,000,000 is said 
to be the record of sales in Germany of 
“Hindenburg’s March into London.” The 
English, with equal avidity, devoured the first 
large edition of the translation, and subse¬ 
quent editions, as fast as the presses could 
print them. To-day the first American edition 
comes from the John C. Winston Co. The 
book is said to be an astonishing revelation 
of the German mind and of the complete belief 
of Germany in the godlike qualities of the 
Kaiser, the invincibleness of the German army, 
and the justice of their cause. 

We are far from the time when we must 
say in despair “Every book has been written I” 
for each new invention brings new plot pos- 
sibililies. Twenty years ago the story of 
B. M. Bower’s “The Phantom Herd” could 
not have been written, for this new story of 
the west—to be published April 8 by Little, 
Brown & Co.—tells how the Happy Family 
had so much faith in Luck Lindsay’s moving 
picture story that they pooled almost their last 
cent for its production, trooped to New 
Mexico, and there lived the story of “The 
Phantom Herd” while Luck registered it on 
the camera. 

Suggestive of “Erewhon” —and that has 
truly a pleasant sound to those who have 
found that Nowhere land—is Archibald Mar¬ 
shall's “Upsidonia,” scheduled for April pub¬ 


lication by Dodd, Mead & Co. In the strange 
land of the title the rich man has no money, 
the respected are ragged, losers at cards win 
the stakes and everything else is correspond¬ 
ingly inverted. A certain young man ven¬ 
tured into the country, fell in love and learned 
to despise our modern materialism. Mc- 
Cutcheon’s “The Light That Lies,” and “The 
Second Coming; a Vision,” by Frederic Ar- * 
nold Kummer and Henry P. James are to 
come from the same publisher on April 1 and 
April*8 respectively. 

Four books received by Houghton Mifflin 
Co. too late to be included in their spring an¬ 
nouncements are a “Life of Samuel W. Mc¬ 
Call” by Lawrence E. Evans; “To Ruhleben and 
Back” by Geoffrey Pyke, a Cambridge under¬ 
graduate who made his way into Germany 
only to be caught and held at the famous 
prison camp from which he made a sensa¬ 
tional escape; “Kitchener’s Mob” by James 
Norman Hall, a young American who served 
six months in the trenches with Kitchener’s 
Army; and “A Soldier of ‘The Legion,’” by 
E. Morlae, the American-born son of a French 
immigrant, who started for Paris forty-eight 
hours after war was declared and is now back 
after a year’s service. 

Senator Ashurst has introduced a new 
price-maintenance bill into the Senate which 
differs from the Stephens bill, as originally 
introduced into the Senate by him on January 
27, in the following respects: Section c now 
reads: “Such contracts for the sale of such 
article or articles of commerce may provide 
for [seasonal] disposal sales [twice yearly] 
at,” etc., bracketed matter being omitted; “at 
retail” has been omitted wherever, in section c, 
the original bill read, “dealers at retail”; mid¬ 
way in section d the following has been omit¬ 
ted: “Provided, that such dealer, or the legal 
representative of such dealer, shall file at the 
office of the Federal Trade Commission a 
statement setting forth the reason for such 
sale, the refusal or neglect of such vendor to 
accept such offer, and the grade, quality and 
quantity of such article or articles of com¬ 
merce to be so sold.”
